The plsinuil {e u residens
of Kevosha, and & dauglter of our towunsman,
N. Enle. 'The iacrs are these:—In the spring of
1866, Henry A Hatch, her lnte husbaud, got his
lite fusured for oue yoar in the aboyve compuny
for the benefit of nis wite, In the fellowing
Juapuary be died, and the company decline
puying the policy on the ground that the ussured
d ed with disense of the heart,

The action was cowmenced in  Kenosha
county, st the ipstigation of the defendunt, on
the ground tbhat m fatr trial could not be had in
this county on account of prejadice. 1be judze
removed 1t to Milwaukee county, where the unal
was concluded lust week.

Tbe toliowing is a summary aceount of the
trinl:=—The plaintfl showed in evidenee that her
husbund was insured in said Company lor the
sum of $5000; that at the time the exsmination
tock place ot the nssured, it was well knowa to
the ugent that the assured had the heart disesse;
thut no person who ever eaw Mr, Hateb but who
kvew lie was diseased, for he not only panted
for breuthh in ordinary couversation, but there
wias o large prominence over the reglon of the
hegrt, showing its enlurgement, It was furiber
shown thal » lew days belore his death Mr,
Heteh met with a serions aceldent ut Mr,
Brown's store in this eity, by an sccidental fall
in the celur, It was then shown by medieal
wewp, sustaived by medies]l nuthority, that this
fall, althoueh not the primue cause of the death
ot Mr, Hatch, yet it hastened it, and indirectly
contributed 10 the result,

It was further shown in evidence that the
benl'h of the assured man bad been btier for
the lust few wonthe of his itfe than it hal been
for several years previous; and, foferentiaily, he
might have lived several years had he not met
with this accident, One physician swore that
be bad knuown of eases where persons who were
affiicted with heart disease lived until they
were past seventy years of ace,

The verdict was for the plaintiff, according to
the charge of the court, apd it is regarded by
business men, and those who ought 10 know, as
just und correct, Ipsurance compunies, how-
eyer, may take s diffierent view.

A correspondent whose letter appears 1n the
Sun Fruncisco Bulietin of & recent dale, notices
the discovery of cosl uenr the hiue of the Ceutral
Pacitic Rathousd, not far from the dividing line
of Humboldt wnd Lunder counties. The dis-
covery of conl enst of the Sierra 18 of the greatest
moment to the ruilroad iuterests which wre now
sssuming such vast lmportance. Without coal
the ehief dependence ol the Central Kailroad
would be upon wood taken from the Slerras and
althovgh there 2 ot present an abundance of
wood 1o the mouuntains, yel for hundreds ol
miles beyoud there 1s nov enoungh to stock a
ratirond for any conslaerable lepgth of we,
and & hundred wood burning locomotives woala
sinp the mountaius of ull accessible timber at a
very rapld 1ate, The discovery of cosl anywhere
on the Esstern Blope, orin tne great Ceniral
Baslu, must be ol vitsl consequence 1o the
railroad,

But there |s another interest to be developed
by such & discovery. Thore are vast deposits of
silver ores #o0 rebelllous that they canuvot be
worked without the tire process, Mines are 1die
where sesayy hnve been mwuoe showing a yield
of sliver e niegh ues & thousaud dollars per Lon,
It the first emelting can be done on the spot, un
importantstep Ie tuken towards succesd. The
Moptezamn metal 18 now sent down o pigs,
ot nlnmwr silver, lead, and antimony, which
arc parted (o this city, Bot this mine 18 proba
bly not richer than the Bleba, or huondreds ol
otliers further south in the Keese river couniry,
Nothing more s wauted thao the discovery ol
an abupdeuce of coal to insure w new ers in
gllver miving lu the rich mineral belt waich 18
cat by the railroad, Mount Diablo coal is meed
tor parting eilver, lead, and aotimouy, with
success, in this eity, DBut with toleratle woul
near the silver mines, and with the lmproye
ments which bLave receotly been made o tire
|nrutruwr. the old difficalties 1o working rebel.

wous ores will disappesr,

We hear, also, of other coal discoveries further
east, in Wyumiovg Territory. These will probabi
be mvailable for the Uniou Pacide Rallroad,
Upon the whole, the fuel questiou is likely to
be settled in & salsfactory way. These dis
coveries are most important just now, not tor
the amount of conl motuslly ?ouud. but rather
as indleating the existence ol deposits which
may be found in time, sutficient for all railrosd
and winlog purposes.

THE HAND OF BLOOD.
Low Life Above Stairs.

It Culminates in the Brutal Mur-
der of an Old Lady.

Unhallowed Love and Avarice
in Fearful Mixiure.

A diabolleal erime, rivalling that of Anton
Prohst in atrocily, was perpeirsted last mazht
i the Inrge and rather huposing editdce al the
northeast corner of Tenth and Pine streels. An
old lnoy vawed Mrs, M, E. Hill was shockiogly
and brotally movdercd, and then thrown from
n second-story window info the gard, whore her
bidy was foupd lying by a servant who bl
goue oulpide for the purpore of closivg the
windows, To ald us in our accouul ol this
crime we will fest give a geveral deseription
of the boilhmg, whnich s Lhree stories in
belght, Ironting on Tenth streéet,  On the =outh
side, and nadjolniug Ploe stee', s o sde-
yard shout twenly feet in wudih, runnng
the cotire levgth of the house, whieh baeks up
npiinst the pret one on Piga street, beloy
Tentb, Toe front bumldiong Is divided inlo two
rooms on cech floor, and the buck ope s simis
lurly divided. The floorsofl this part of the
dwelllug sre considerably lower than those ot
the front,  Youenter the front door on Tenth
street, and entering the hill, walk back some
disiunce belore you reach the fieht of aiairs
which sscend to the second story, Passiog
arotiud the stairs, you descend a lew stegs and
enter the Kitenen, the rear door of which opens
luto n wash house, the side of whizh is com-
pored of biind work, ITmmedistely outside tha
door of this aparimeut |8 where the body was
picked up.

Retorving to the main hall, vou ascend o a
Inndiog which directly faces the door of the
dinipg-room, which is a double compartment,
the pariition beiog folding doors. Tne main
apsriment 15 about 25 leel long by 16 feetin
width, Between two windows which fuce Ploe
etreet is an old fashioued and very much wora
so'a, At its head, and sloongeide the we:tern
most window, s a reck ng chwar, on which, un-
doubiwedly, the murderer sut when he struck
the first plow, Tue semaller apariment bas o
window facing on Tine street, aod within a few
fret of the Pine a'reet houre. The buck room
in the froot buldioe is occupied by Mr. and
Mre, George 5. Twichell, Jr,, the latter being
the danehter of Mre, Hill by a gentleman named
Price, The decessed occupled as a sleeping
room one of the apartments oo the third door.

As to the particulars we have been able to
gleun, the folowing show a train of circow-
stuuces which will undonb'edly pluce the son-
in:law npd his wife on trial for their lives,

At 0 o'clock In the evening Surat Campbell,
the servunt, lelt & friend’s house at Seveuteenth
und Lomburd streets, and walked to the house
¢t Mre. Hill, where she ravg the bell for a long
time betore the door was opened, Mr, Twaitchell
periormed that oflice, and seeing who it was,
eaid, *‘Sarsh, is that you? 1 wounder where
mother 8" She responded to this that she
did not kuow, s thasked Lim for letting her
in. Spe then entered the kitchen, and afier
{mlllng conl on the tire, went throush

Lo wash-bouse .ato the elde yard, where
the was horrited by sestvg  the dead
body of Mrs, Hill iripg.  Crytvg out for
Mr, Twilchel), he came oul wud suid, “Levs
carry her in.” The body was thken into the
kitchen, when be called lor water with which
to wash bher. Her bhead preseut-d u friehittal
epectacle, tn-inr covered with blood, aud after
that was pardally removed fesriul avd ugly
pishes and wounds woere revea'ed, He sad,
“she's dewd.” Barah run into the strest and
met Policeman Howard, of the Fifuh district, on
the pavemont, to whom sne stated what sbhe bad
gcen, That otbeiul entered the house, and was
juformed thut the deceased had fallen from the
window 1n the back apartment ot the dining-
roowm, avd directly nnder which she was lying,

Knowing vwery well that such  Irigheiol
wounds could not have heen recsived by a Tail,
he tmmedintely placed Me, and Mres, T wltehell
under arrest, and then callea 1w some of the
neighbors, some of whom be dreced togoto
the station st Fitteenth aud Locast streets, A
detall of men was immediately sent to the
scene, and word telegrapbed to the Ceotral
Staton, Detective Warnock then being on duty,
repaired fo Lthe house, aod siter cooversing witn
the atleged murderer and wile, and examining
the place, directed Twitchell Lo be taken to the
station, ano coutined Mrs. Twitchell to her
room vader guard of 1he officers,

He then examined the dinjug-room, the walls,
the windows+, and side yard, which were i the
following conduion:—0On the westin ead of
the roln wus & green pillow, which is completel
sutorated with blood; on the od-cloth which
covers the floor lay a lurge pool of congealed
blood. The wall above the so'w is all bespat-
tered clear 1o the ceilln{:. the window slil next
that end has= spots, while marks are even on the
opposite wall.  Thi= oil-cloth is there nlled w.ih
buge spois, which commence at tne sols and
continue slong the floor tnrough the folding
doors 10 the window In the ltle back raom,
Tue shade has evidently been raised ia & hurry,
a6 it was ull awry, and the sill 1s all covered
with the red sinips, §

Thebeory ol the murder is this:—That thede-
censed was lying on the sola on her left side,
r\'xdr!xllr asleep, her head restiong on the upper
eud of the pillow, Her murderer was sitting on
the rocking chuir, which is evinced by the pre-
scpee of nshes on the window ®ill. He rased
the deadly weapon (s poker which was toond in
the room, covered with blood and bhair) aud with
fremendous torce drove the longue end 1nto her
right temple, causing s wourd one ivch and a
half by iwo loches. lunto this omfice this
mornipg the exanmluing surgeon pul two lngers
their entire lensth. Then It was that the blood
sputtered all pronnd, not only marking the
surrouudimes but alio slaining the clothiog ot
the murderer. Toe vietim awoke but lor an
im=1ant, and, rollipg arounl! on her face, the
blows were plied thick and fast on the pack ol
the bead. It wus at this thne that the servant
rang the bell, and the length of ttme which she
was warting at the door stows that 1he dend
wis nouplos ed as to what should be dune with
the body., After cogilating for a time, be con-
cluded 1o throw her irom the window, whizch
would set up n theory that she had iglien o the
pavewent, This wasaccordivgly dope, He then
ran fulo h's bed-room, threw off bis yest und
overshirt, and theo sos vere l the hell,

When buarah frst saw Mr. Twitehell she
noticed that pe had on his boots, pantuloons,
auil coat; but no vest brovershirt, When the
pollcemun ook bim into custody, b condueted
him 1o bis "sleeplog apartmeant, where he
arrayed Yimsell with shirt sod vet, It wus
then potieed that the froot of his coat nad
sleave, sud his pantuloons, boots, and tas bosam
ol bis over hiri, were all besmesred with blood,
Aller belug Lacen 1o the station this cloihing
wis bnken off, snd a ebhunge sent for. On talking
with the pooce, admitte  that there were s rong
cireums auees pealust bim, but be believed he
could elenr bim i uud wile,

Mre, Twitchell was guestioned, and she stated
that her motber, Mr, Twncuell, anl hevself had
been conversing io the dining-room, and at
about halt-past B o'clock sbe retired o bed,
ieaviog decessed and Mr,T #itohell in that room,
That she disrobed aud retired to bed, where she
read for some t me, Ina linle while her mother
came in and talked tor s short time, wheu ber
mother leit, As she passed out of the door Mr,
Twitebell passed in, biddiog Mrs, Hill good night,

He tben wot into bed, and both went asleep,
Ehe wus awnkened, vot kuowing the time, by a
violent ringivg of the bell, Sue started out ef
bed, but was stopped by her husband, who
remarked that ke would go down, He necord-
fngly got ug. partinlly dressed himsell, aud
went down, She also siates that her mo' her bad
sbout her about $6000 in cash and a $500 note,

Earah Campbell atales that at 9 o'clock she
left Beventeenth and Lombard streots, and
wilked home, aseended the steps, pulled the
bell-pull, and not recelving any response, she
pulled 1t for some time; at last Mr, Twitehell
opened the door, and sald, T« that you, Barah ?
1 wonder where mother 1s?” Bhe thanked him
lfor letting her o, went (e the kitchen, plueed sonl
on the fire, and them entered the yard throogh
the warbhhouse, when she observed the body:
the enlled for Mr, Twitchell, who came to her
neslstance, and together they curried the gorpse
into the kiichen, where ghe obiuined somo
wuler, with which Mr, Twitzhell washod the
head; she then ran Iato the street and notided
Policeman Howard.

There were many rumors afloat this morning
as 1o the provocation which would cause such
an wirocious erime to be porpetrated,  Bat afier
investipatiog very tully the subjoct, the follow-
ing Mwets were discovered, wnich undoubredly
tusten the erime wpon Mr, Twitchell, aad in all
possiviiity will implicate his wile.

Mrye, Twitcueil 18 the danghter of Mre, Hill by
@ lormer husbend pamed Price, and i3 nbout
thirty-fve years of nge. Her faloer was a poor
map, and on his death some ycars agd, ey
motber married Mre. Hilly o wealthy gentleman,
Mre., Twilchell, then s tne-lookiog woman,
beeame  wequainted  with  Me,  Goorgs S,
T witchell, 8r., with whom it 1= plleged that she
wak on terms= ol iwtimacy tuat snould exist
plose between hasbaod sud wife,

Mr. Hill died, and left his property in such a
wny that his widow could reap the eotire
beneft of it, up to the tune of her death, on
which event it would reverd to s family, Thls
would cutl off the daoghter without w dollyr,
Sowe few years ago, it i alwo suld that T yit-
chell, Br,, abandoned the danghter, and she
then married Twntehell, Jr, They theu lived
with Mre, Hul, at No, 319 Bouin Ninth streed,
until abont three montos ago, when they
removed to the bouse ut Tenth nud Pine streeis,

Mrs. Hill having the moans at her disposal
desired to purchase the property, aud directed
her son-lu-law to negotia ¢ torit, The transe
action culmipnted in the parchase of the dwell-
ivg and the deeds deswn up avd the money paid
over.

but she took the chavce of gettlug Into the
window of the next bailding, and in this she
wus succes-ful, and so saved her life. Her
companion was found in bed dead, buat with
uo appearance of having suffered, and she,
doubtless, waé not conscious of what was oc-
curring.

Miss Shackford was employed by the Saffolk
Corporation, and had only been in Lowell four
weeks, As soon as the fire was discoved, a
young man pamed Guifney, who was stopping
tor the night with a friend of hie, came to the
front window of his room, and was advised by
those who had collected on the street to wait
until a hook and ladder compeay arvived, wheun
he aod others in the balldivg would be tuken
down,

They were sleeping in the third story. He
walled some time, when probably fearing he
might miss the means of escnpe by the stairs,
be attempled to go down, and was suffocated
ou the upper lavdiug, where his body was
found when the firemen arrived. His compa
nion, & young man, whose name is supposed to
be Mayoard, 8 workiog je #eler, was found dead
in bis bed,
